Six Cases of Infantile Paralysis Re- 


ported in Wisconsin; Doctors Try 


to Stop Duplicate of New 


York Epidemic. 


{SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis.y. July S.—Every case 


of infantile paralysis found in "Wis- 
consin must be immediately reported 
to the 
state board 
of health, 
and 
promptly quarantined. Xotice of this 
deitand was given today by Dr. C \ 
Harper, state health officer. 
Prompt- 
ness in reporting is absolutely neces- 
sary in controlling this destructive 
disease. 


Six cases of. infantile paralysis have 
been reported to the state burea.u of 
vital statistics thus far this month 
Four were at West Bend, Washing- 
ton county; one at Menasha, Winne- 
bago county; and one at Deerfield 
Dane county. 
One death 
from the 


malady also was reported from Me- 
nasha. 
No cases were reported to 
the state in June. 


Although there is little ground for 
believing the present cases had any 
connection with the New York epi- 
demic, the state health "department 
advises that rigid precautions be ob- 
served against the spread of the in- 
fection. So far as can be ascertained, 
this disease is no more prevalent in 
this staet than it has been in the past 
two years, and although there is no 
occasion for alarm health officials ad- 
vise that- a sharp 'lookout be kept for 
all suspicious cases and that quaran- 
tine be established in accordance with 
the state'rules. 
The mortality from 
this disease is generally high. 
Last year fifteen cases of infantile 
paralysis were reported in Wisconsin. 
Twelve deaths also were recorded. It 
s apparent thar.nianv cases fail of 
jeing reported. It is fair to assume 
.hat the death rate based on the num- 
jer or cases is from 25 to 50 per cent, 
depending on the severity of the out- 
break. 


Measles, which claimed over 8,600 


sufferer^ in the first three months of 
his year, dropped to 1,588 cases last 
month. . Of these, Kenosha county had 
342 a'nd Milwaukee county, 300. Oth-

Or are we satisfying that craving 
for evidence ,of labor perhaps an in- 
tellectual inheritance from an older 
time when woman's work mas meas- 
ured by her stores in preserves and 
textiles made by hand? 


Each housewife must answer these 
questions for herself. 
To most of 
the farm homes the questions should 
be very important, as the value of 
woman's work on the! farm is of equal 
importance with that of her husband- 
Letters -from Intelligent, thoughtful 
warm women state, ''The farm woman 
does not have fruit and vegetables in 
abundance unless she raises 
them. 


Often she cannot buy them and if she 
could she does not have the money 
and so goes .without. It is doubtful 
if it will, pay any woman to buy these 
product? and can them. What I want 
is to r-ee the farm 'woman live better 
and get better health for herself and 
family." 


A careful study of material bought 
in the open market with a careful rec- 
ord of the. cost of fuel, and labor at 25 
cents per hour has shown that the 
town or village woman who must miy 
her raw products rather than gather 
them from her garden will do welt to 
confine the bulk of her work to pre- 
paring the unusual in the way of pre- 
servey, marmalades, jellies, and fruit 
:uices, depending upon the commer- 
cial product for the bulk of her canned 
vegetables and more common fruits. 
In the home canning, if the work 


Is 'done a few cans at a time using the 
excess gathered for daily use. the ex- 
tra work wilV not seem great, and in 
the course, of the summer months an 
aboundant supply may be secured for 
winter use. Even though the lust for 
accomplishment may be great, 
no 
more than enough for the one year 
should be prepared, for fruits. pr-=- 
serves and jellies seldom improve by 
keeping. 


If we will keep a record of our time 
auij the cost of materials we can de- 
cide for ourselves whether it is cheap- 
er to put .up fruit and vegetables in 
,he>home or to save at some other 
xjmt and buy the commercial- product 
The Department of Home Economics 
vould be glad to receive such records 
'rom all who keep them this year.

is massage

affected. 


The contagious period lasts tVenty- 
eight days, during which the .strictest 
caution must be observed 
against 
spreading the disease.

A Windmill 


Here Kg * windmill that makes a 
•wooden man appear to be .churning. 
The man is cut from cigar-box wood 
in secbone, ai shown in Fig. i; The 
arms and logs are attached .to. the 
body with a .couple of small -wiro 
nails, like W in Fig. 2. The hat, H, 
is made from a piece of colored cloth 
and glued or pinned to the head. 
The man la mounted on the platform 
P, aa shown in Fig. 2, by glueing his 
feet to a small ^wooden block, O. 
Just in front''of the wooden man IB 
mounted a.smill -wooden, pill-box, X. 
bottom-end up, to eerr* as a chum. 
Through a small hole made !n the 
top of this "churn" is passed a short 
piece of stiff -wire, or connecting; rod, 
R, one end connecting with the man's 
bands and the other with the crank 
of the shaft just under the platform.
